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Israelis. Welcome 
Soviet Moves 
To Ease Tensions

Israel welcomed the surprise 
Soviet moves to lessen tension 
in the Middle East. 

Russian Ambassadors in Israel 
and Egypt met with Israel and 
U.A.R. Foreign Ministers trying 
to pacify the Mid-East which 
flared up again in recent weeks 
after a long period of tranquility. 

Both meetings were said to 
have taken place at request of 
Soviet diplomats acting on in- 
structions from Moscow. 

ISRAELI FOREIGN Ministry 
circles at week’s end were still 
speculating on the motive behind 
the sensational Soviet move. 
Many informed observers feel 
that the Soviet Union regards 
open conflict in the Middle East 
as an unsuitable backdrop for 
the coming Summit conference. 

Israeli quarters hailed the So- 
viet move but pointedly remarked 
that the Communists have fo- 
mented tension in the area since 
1955 when Communist bloc arms 
started pouring into Arab coun- 
tries. Israelis find it a bit dif- 
ficult to believe that the Soviet 
Union has overnight become the 
guardian of peace in the Middle 
Fast 

Before the amazing Soviet move, 


U. A. R. President Nasser spent 
a busy week loudly proclaiming 
that Israeli ships and cargoes 
will never go through the Suez 


Canal and warning the Western 


powers not to interfere in the 
Svrian-Israeli dispute, 
He also accused Israel of 


mobilizing troops on the tinder- 
box Syrian keorder. 

ISRAELI Foreign Minister, 
Mrs. Golda Meir answering Nas 
ser’s threats said: “Whatever 
happens, the day will come when 
sailing under the Israel 
flag. carrying Israel cargoes, wiil 
pass through the Suez Canal, like 
those of other nations.” 

The courageous stand of the 
Yanish Inge Toft, now back in 
Haifa after nine months of de- 
tention in Port Said, as well as 
that of the Greek ship Astypalea 
still in Port Said, were clear evi-

dence that Israel has no intention 
of giving up any right which 


Other nations enjoy, Mrs. Meir 
forthrightly said. 

“OUR STUBBORNNESS might 
sometimes be unpleasant for 
some of our friends. Nor had we 
a illusions that the struggle 
would be easy, in a world that 
does not dare speak up against 
Nasser’s wanton actions. But we 
will not give up,” she declared. 

Mrs. Meir expressed her ad- 
miration of Captain Schultz’s 
Stand and the crew of the Inge 
Toft 

Israeli Foreign Ministry circles 
See Nasser’s new statement on 
the Suez Canal as clear-cut evi- 
dence that United Nations Secre 
tary-General Dag Hammarskjold 
failed in his latest effort to per- 
Suade Nasser to again allow car- 
£0es originating in Israel to go 
through. Hammarskjold an.- 
nounced at United Nations head. 
quarters that the situation in 





the Middle East was “deterior- 
ating.” He indicated that it might 
be time for the Security Council 
or the General Assembly to take 
up the U.A.R, bar of Israeli ship- 
ping through Suez. 

Last fall, Hammarskjold de. 
terred Israel from appealing to 
the United Nations against the 
exclusion of Israeli shipping by 
urging the Israelis to wait and 
see what he could accomplish 
with Nasser. The U. S. State De- 
partment at the the time also 
urged Israel to “leave it to Dag.’ 

Even Hammarskjold, not par- 
ticularly noted for an over-zeal 
ous attitude on procuring Israel’s 
transit rights through the Suez 
Canal, now believes the time is 
ripe for United Nations action. 

The London Times editorially 
commented that the question of 
Nasser not allowing Israel ships 
and cargoes to pass through the 
Suez Canal can no longer be left 
to the “discreet private negotia- 
tion of Hammarskjold, if the 
Security Council is not to appear 
completely helpless.” 





SECRECY VEILS TALKS

President Eisenhower in answer to POST and OPINION Wash- 
ington Bureau Chief, Lillian Levy, states that America will not 


supply Israel with arms. 


“Lillian Levy of The National Jewish Post and Opinion—Mr. 
President, in a speech recently, Senator Javits said that it would 
be in the best interests of this country to join with Israel in a 
mutual defense pact. He pointed to the fact that Soviet arms and 
military personnel are flowing into the Middle East Arab countries, 
and expressed the view that a defense pact with Israel would 
serve as a deterrent to any Soviet-inspired or encouraged Arab 
military action there. In view of present tensions in the area, 
would you comment on Senator Javits’ recommendation?” 

A.—Well, I don’t know exactly the—as a matter of fact, I 
didn’t read this particular recommendation. I have heard similar 
ones from many people. The United States, as a matter of policy, 
has never been a major supplier of arms for Israel, and doesn’t 
intend to be, nor to any other country in the area. 

As a matter of fact, I went to the United Nations and, making 
a talk about the whole Mideast situation, said if these coun ries 
could get together in any kind of a program or plan for econ mic 
development of the whole region, the United States would be 
greatly interested in dealing with the whole group. 

Now, with regard to the allegations of the arms the S»viet 
are sending in there, of course they have. We know they’ve been 
in the area, but Israel has also been getting arms from Britain 
and France for a long time and, frankly, I think we're sending 
arms to enough nations, really. I think let somebody else carry 


a little responsibility.”

LONDON (P-O) — One of the 
world’s great newspapers — The 
London Observer — cannot legal- 
ly have a Jewish editor or Jew- 
jsh top executives 

The deed of the Observer Trust 
get up in 1945 stipulated that 
only persons “of the Protestant 
religion interpreted in the widest 
and most liberal sense” could oc- 
cupy top positions on the news- 
paper 

THE EDITOR of the Observer, 
David Astor, told the London 
Jewish Chronicle that “we shall 
do all we can” to have the “re- 
jigious clause” removed from the 
deed 

Astor said: “It is the intention 
of the trustees to apply to the 
courts to have this clause re- 
moved.” He said if the courts 
do not grant the removal of the 
clause consideration will be given 
to an attempt to have it removed 
by a special Act of Parliament. 

The editor said that the clause 
had been inserted in the deed by 
his father, the late Lord Astor, 
with the intention of insuring 
the freedom of expression of the 
paper, the London Jewish Chron-

PHILADELPHIA (P-O) rhe 
fragments of two Biblical Scrolls 
found in a cave in the Israeli des- 
ert by an Israeli archaeology 
team have no historical value, 
according to Dr. Solomon Zeit 
lin, leading authority on the His 
tory of the Second Jewish Com 
monwealth. 
The Dropsie College Professor | 
of Rabbinic Literature told The 
POST and OPINION that the 
two paragraphs of the phylac- 
teries found in the desert show 
no evidence of the century i} 
which it was buried. 
The New York Times reported 
that the Israeli archaeologists 
claim that the two parchment: 
date back to the Second Century 
and that they belonged to the 
followers of Bar Kochba, who led 
the revolt against the Romans. 
ZEITLIN said, “Very likely the 
two parchments of Tefilin de 
teriorated and that the pareh 
ments were buried in a Genizah.” 
A Genizah is the customary bur- 
ial ceremony of old and wors re 
ligious books and articles and is 
still practiced today. “The cave 
was a depository. People did not 
live there. It was a Genizah, It 
has no historical value.” 

TO SUPPORT his contention 
that the parchments have no sci- 
entific value, Zeitlin pointed out 
that only two of the four para 
graphs of the Phylacteries were 
found. If there were anh real 
historical value to the find, then 
what happened to the other two 
“Parshos?” This proves that the 
parchments were merely buried 
because of old age, at a much 
later date than that claimed, fo 
its origin.

JEWS SEEM T0 BE HAVING 
SMALL FAMILIES THESE DAYS 


By HELEN COHEN 

I had decided to stay out of 
the recent controversy on birth 
control since I felt I had already 
had my say on the subject, but 
as you can see I've changed my 
mind. 

My position, if you recollect, 
was that the adherents of birth 
control may have begun with a 
worthwhile and even noble pur- 
— the welfare of mothers 


pose 

and the children they brought 
into the world — but that the 
jdea was being sadly abused, as 
any thinking person must con- 
cede when he sees healthy par- 
ents, who have the _ financial 


means to care for larger families, 
limiting themselves to two or 
three children. 


WHY THIS was so was an 
other matter. I felt that perhaps 
it was simply that while we're 
so busy keeping up with the 
Joneses in everything else, in the 
same way we're keeping down 
with the Joneses in the size of 
cur families. Practically nobody 
else was having more children. 
It’s not easy to be different. 

Then too, the woman may be 
afraid of pregnancy. Let’s not 
kid ourselves; having a baby is 
not exactly a picnic. (The answer 
te that might be that everything 


has its price in this world, and 
bringing forth a new life just 
doesn’t come cheap.) 

OR A WOMAN may not be 
willing to give of her time and 
strength (and figure). Or par 


ents may feel too insecure about 
the future and/or find themselves 
overwhelmed with the thought of 
raising the two or three they 
already have; no one claims rais 
ing even one is a breeze. 

But I decided that in the Jew- 
ish community there was a more 
significant reason to explain why 


our grandparents, in much worse 
economic social circumstances 
than we are, were still willing 
and happy to raise their large 
families, while we are not. (My 
maternal grandmother had 10.) 

ACCEPTING it as the will of 
God that they be fruitful and 
multiply (a Divine Command 
ment), they left the burden of 
the responsibility in His hands 
We, having taken over this re 
sponsibility in deciding how many 
children we intend to bring into 
the world, are placed in an awe- 
some position and I guess two 


ov three is all we have the nerve 
to be responsible for today. 
AND THAT is the position of 
all of us, including Orthodox 
Jew parents, their leaders’ 
Statements notwithstanding, Some 
leaders have attempted to point 
the finger at the other groups in 
the community, as was done 
about the lack of requests fot 
kosher food on cruises — not us,

them but the facts are too 
Obvious. In today’s Jewish com 
munity the small family is al 


most without exception the rule, 
and you spell it only one way — 
birth control. 

How about someone pointing 
out that the picutre isn’t all black 
and white, that limiting ones 
family as drastically as is being 
done here in America, doesn’t 
necessarily always improve the 
lot of mothers and the children 
they do have, Consider these 
bits of evidence: 

For several years now I’ve been 
hearing about an illness called 
endometriosis, Cause? Menstruat- 
ing too regularly. Seems nature 
didn’t have this in mind for wom- 
€n to be doing month after month

understand, more painful for 
these same women. My experi 
ence, for what it is worth, has 
been that during the single, teen 
years, the periods became _ in- 
creasingly painful, but that with 
continued pregnancies there was 
a gradual improvement until the 
point was reached, years ago. 
when I was hardly aware, as 
far as pain was concerned, that 
the time of the month had come 
around again. 

Our grandparents, it is true, 
had a struggle to procure enough 
food for their large families. Stiil 
we know that their children gave 
them great happiness. And ‘0 
day? Do you think the lack of 
worry about enough food for 
one’s small family is an unmixed 
blessing? Ask the 30 million 
overweight Americans, including 
those concerned about their over- 
weight children, which is harder 
to bear — not enough food to put 
on the table, or a table (and re 
frigerator) heaped with tempting 
dishes and the need to go un 
gry,.and I mean hungry, because 
one has let too much of such 
tempting food accumulate around 
ene’s middle. Anyone who thinks 
dieting is fun, let me know.

OF THE 36 students in the 
11th and 12th grades of high 
school, affiliated with our Re

This probably 
accounted for about half of the 
enrollment. Secondly, positions 
as assistants in the religious 
school are always sought after 
and I indicated that preference 
would be given to class members. 
Lastly, the National Federation 
of Temple Youth of the Union 
of American Hebrew Congrega 
tions offer special recognition to 
those youth groups which are 
outstanding and a good educa 
tion program is one of the pre- 
requisites for this honor, There 
fore the Youth League officers 
helped push the post-confirma- 
tion program. 

AFTER OUR class began, a 
thought oecured to me. Why not 
use this elite id of older teen 


agers as representatives of the 
Jewish community to the Chris. 
tian community? The rabbi and 
I probably give 200 lectures gq 
year to Christian groups on some 
aspect of the topic of “What is 
Judaism?” These teenagers are 
perfectly capable of speaking 
about Judaism.

born. Twelve members of the 
post-confirmation department 
were eager to take part. They 
go in groups of two or three to 
speak ot any church or ecivie 
group that is interested.

IS THIS A GOOD SIGN? 


One can sympathize with both Rabbi Jonah Weinberg, 
of the Jewish Culture Foundation at New York University, 
find the Jewish students at the same institution of higher 
learning. 


THE STUDENTS cecmpletely ignorant of Jewish values, 
confuse them with ritual. They want to revise (P-O, Feb. 
19) Judaism, according to the sample survey by Jewish 
POST and OPINION reporter Maxine Hochman, to fashion 
what they call “intellectual Judaism”, Intellectual Juda- 
ism has an impressive sound to it, but none of the students 
seered to want to elaborate on what they meant except 
to say that it would be a religion which their critical 
minds could accept. 

Rabbi Weinberg bewailed the lack of knowledge about 
@udaism of the students, and blamed the parents. He pointed 
out that the heavy schedule of studies at the school left 
little time for interest in religious programs. 


WHAT THE RABBI and the students had to say is 
not new. If the survey did not just reach only a special 
few who happened to have an interest in this so-called 
“intellectual Judaism,” there is something here that may 
Be important. 

If the Jewish college student of today is interested 
enough in Judaism to want to revise it, this is a healthy 
sign. The Jewish college student of the past was an out 
and out escapist. He was just as ignorant of things Jewish 
as the college students which Rabbi Weinberg describes, 
but his solution was to turn his back altogether on religion. 


STPENGTH ANID WEAKNESS 


The assurances by Irving Kane, president of the Coun- 
cil of Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds, that his or- 
ganization “certainly was participating in talks going on be- 
tween the Jewish Agency and the United Jewish Appeal” 
(P-O, Feb. 19) are most welcome. 


SINCE THE FUNDS raised by the United Jewish Ap- 
peal, except in New York City, are contributed through 
the member agencies of the CJFWF, it is only proper that 
the CJWFW take a leading role in the negotiations. 

Yet if the account in The POST and OPINION last 
week is accurate, then at least when the negotiations were 
instituted, the JFWF was not a constituent part of the new 
body which is being devised to replace the American Sec- 
tion of the Jewish Agency for Palestine. 


IT SEEMS MORE than evident that this is a gross 
miscalculation of the strength of, or a deliberate attempt 
to bypass, the CJFWF. If the new body being setup to 
disburse (control) the funds raised by the American Jew- 
ish ccamunity is to be constituted only of the Jewish 
Agency, the United Jewish Appeal and the United Israel 
Appeal, then something is wrong, and weakness is being 
made to rule strength. 

The strongest agency in the American Jewish com- 
_munity is the CJFWF. That it has not sought except in 
Pare instances, as when the National Community Relations 
Advisory Council was established, to use this strength is 
all to the credit of the leadership of the CJFWF. 


BUT THERE IS a time also to assert inherent rights, 
e2®#d who has more to say about what should be done with 
funds of the American Jewish community than the local 
fderations and welfare funds whose members supply the 
bulk of these funds. 

In all the U. S Jewish community, the CJWFWF is 
the one Jewish organization which doesn’t need to throw 
its weight around to give the appearance of power. For in 
the CJFWF is the legitimate power of the democratic U. S. 
Jewish community. 


WE HOPE THAT in this revision of the Jewish Agency 
for Palestine, the CJFWF assumes its rightful place, and 
we suggest that an interested bystander at the negotiations 
is hardly a role for the CJFWF. It is in fact an insult.

Editor’s Note: Below is the 
Reconstructionist editorial. 

It seems difficult for some 
people to understand that 
where everything is under the 
control Of various groups as 
in the U. S. Jewish community, 
the community’s opportunity 
for free communication is sub- 
merged to the whims of the 
controlling groups. 

The choice of a good paper 
whether controlled or not is 
not the choice here at all. For 


a good paper is impossible 
where the editorial policy is 
dictated. An example is the 


Jewish Telegraphic Agency, 
which is so fearful of control 
from so many sources (it ac- 
tually owes the Jewish Agency 
in the hundreds of thousands 
of dollars and receives subven- 
tions from many local Jewish 
communities) that it sometimes 
doesn’t know whether to print 
an item or not for fear of of- 
fending some Jewish leaders. 

The low state of Jewish com. 
munity life in the U. S. today 
has never been better illus 
trated than in this demand for 
solving a serious lack in the 
Jewish community by the call 
which has become Tora — 
money, Now because a nation- 
al Jewish weekly has not 
sprung full blown from the 
head of Jupiter, and takes time 
to develop under a free press 
System, the call goes out again 
and the press would be ¢or- 
rupted, these people would 
have it, in the same way that 
almost every other phase of 
Jewish activity has been cor- 
rupted — by money, 

We here at least intend to 
fight to the last for the lone 
remaining stronghold of in- 
dependence — the Anglo-Jew- 
Ish press. 


DO WE NEED A NATIONAL 
NEWSPAPER? 

The Jewish gentlemen of the 
press took umbrage at Philip 
Klutznick’s recent proposal tha: 
& really good national newspaper 
of Jewish interest ought to be 
organized. What did the distin 
£uished Jewish leader mean, that 
Jewish journalism today isn’t ai! 
It should be? A horrible thought! 
Every editor of every Anglo-Jew 
ish paper believes (or likes to 
believe) that his paper is the 
answer to the prayer for the 
American equivalent of the (Lon- 
don) Jewish Chronicle. How dare 
Mr Klutznick say that we need 
a ‘vital national Jewish publica 
tion.” His proposal was published 
In the Sentinel, of Chicago. “With 
all our superior numbers and 
Vastly greater resources (we) 
have never been able to approach 
this standard (of the Chronicle),” 
he said 

Not being a newspaper our. 
selves, we are not the least bit 
inhibited about agreeing with Mr 
Klutznick. With all due respect to 
our fellow-editors, we concur in 
the opinion that American-Jew- 
ish journalism is mediocre. The 
Ormats are either slick or slop- 
by. The style of writing is un- 





distinguished. The editors are 
often woefully ignorant of Juda 
ism. And the front pages too 
often feature the physiognamies 
of big donors, and too rarely even 
the names of spiritually influen 
tial personalities. News reports 
are frequently distorted, remarks 
quoted out of context, tempests 
in teapots are magnified inte 
major controversies, and readers 
are treated as though they were 
a bunch of unintelligent illiter- 
ates. 

The kind of paper American 
Jewry needs is one that would 
provide the scattered communi 
ties of this country with a genu 
ine channel of communication 
New Yorkers know exactly wha: 
that means when they speak 
about the New York Times. It is 
generally assumed that alert citi- 
zens, by noon each day, have 
read the Times; they can assume 
in one another a familiarity witn 
its main contents. The Times is 
the common experience; it forms 
the common bond. English Jewry 
have it in the Chronicle. The 
Christian Science Monitor serves 
that purpose for its readers If 
you believe the ads, the Bulletin 
in Philadelphia is another exam. 
ple. Jews do not get to know 
what is going on in the world 
of Jewry. Sensational events are 
sometimes reported briefly, in- 
adequately. But the day by das 
life of Jews in other lands, and 
even within the United States is 
rarely described. Only life in Is- 
rael is accorded that kind of re 
portage 

In these days of radio and TV, 
newspapers have become more 
and more like magazines. offer- 
ing long range interpretations 
and insights, featuring analysis 
and comment. Anglo-Jewish pa 
pers, by and large, are weakest 
in these areas. The result is that 
most Jews who receive these pa 
pers are poorly informed. What 
Is Worse, they get such an unin- 
terested picture of Jewish life 
that they will have none of it. If 
our readers think us too harsh, 
let them try to interest a bright

NEW YORK (P-O) — A trite, 
harmless little Broadway comedy 
Stirred up a hornests nest when 
several local Jewish organiza- 
tions cancelled contracts for the- 
atre parties because of charges 
that its author was a Nazi col- 
laborator. 

The author, Felicien Marceau, 
vigorously denied the charges in 
Paris and rushed word to the 
play’s Broadway sponsors that 
would defend himself in an ‘“ex- 
tensive statement.”

It is alleged that Marceau, c “ig- 
inally a Belgian national under 
the name of Lodewijk Albert Le 
onia Servaas Carette, was sen- 
tenced in absentia in Brussels in 
1946 for attempting to supply aid 
to the Nazis during the war. 

Garson Kanin, who adapted the 
play and David Merrick, the pro 
ducer, issued a statement saying: 

“We know of no reason why 
Marceau’s work should not be 
produced in the United States. 
We have seen no proof of the ac. 





cusationg made against him and 
trust his oath that he is not 
and never was a Nazi, a colla- 
borator, anti-democratic, pro-Ger 
man or anti-Semitic.” 


MERRICK said: “I will not let 
anyone out of a contract. We will 
sue. There are no grounds for 
canceling. These organizations 
should be happy that they’ve fin 
ally picked a show that looks as 
though it has a chance of being 
a hit. Some of these same peo. 
ple have been buying and sell- 
ing merchendise like cars and 
cameras made by ex-Nazi manu- 
facturers in Germany. Why don’t 
they stoop selling and buying 
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them? Marceau hasnh’t even been 


near being a Nazi.” 


Rabbi Jay Kaufman, vice-pres- 
ident of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations, which 
represents 585 Reform Temples, 
said no entertainment should be 
judged on the basis of alleged 
political affiliations of its creator 
and that “Judaism’s ethical teach 
ings forbid such trial by boy- 
cott.” 


HE ADDED, the New York 
Times reported, that according 
to reports his organization had 
received Marceau’s comedy was 
“frivolous and transitory” and 
that “other plays should lay prior 
claim to the attention of religious 
and other serious groups.”
